WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—It cer­ 
tainly looks like the mlllenium has 
arrived in Europe—if you do not 
look too close. 
Headlines ara shouting! 
“Paris 
Cuts Tariff IS to 20 Per Cent.'* 
Published opinion 
is responding: 
“ Most im portant step any great 
nation has taken since the world 
economic crisis started”; “Complete 
reversal of French economic policy 
of self-containm ent"; “World trade 
revival seen.” 
U nfortunately, descriptive adjec­ 
tives often add up to more impos­ 
ing conclusions than cold figures. 
If you will sat your pencil to 
the French action and perform a 
simple arithm etic upon it, you are 
likely to conclude the mlllenium 
may be stiii around the corner. 
The tariff decreases turn out tn 
reality to be increases. 
Hfce addi­ 
tional tariff protection autom atical­ 
ly granted 
by 
devaluation more 
than offsets the rate decreases. 


FIGURES 
The realities of the situation be 
come apparent if you put your pen 
► cli 
to the 
problem of a dollar 
watch being exported from the U 
S. to France. 
Before French de. 
valuation, the watch would cost 
the French importer sixteen franta 
plus the tariff. 
For the purposes 
of simplicity, assume the tariff was 
25 per cent, The watch would then 
have cost the Frenchman twenty 
franc*. 
But now, under devaluation, there 
are twenty-one francs in the dollar 
Instead of sixteen. The French cost 
of the watch becomes twenty-one 
francs plus the tariff. 
Reduce the 
tariff IS per cent, and the current 
French cost of the watch becomes 
tw enty-five francs. 
Thus the net effect of devalua 
tine and a 15 per cent tariff re 
ductlon Is an Increaaa of five francs 
♦ In th* French tariff protection of 
this hypothetical American dollar 
watoh.

French action, which sr* really en­ 
couraging. For Instance, th* United 
Vtat*»a did not even make a geature 
toward th* roductlon of our tariff

The 
reason th* French ar* doing It is 
to put a celling on domestic prices. 
They do not want that competitive 
FVench-made dollar watch, for In- 


stance, to increase too much In 
price. 
W hat France Is doing Is solely in 
her own Interest. 
It Is not final. 
She may eventually devalue fur­ 
ther. 
She will have trouble with 
her prices. Also there is the prob­ 
lem of French wages, which are 
still low. 
But. at least, 
her 
action 
has 
started world people to thinking 
and talking about such remote ob­ 
jectives as stabilisation, trade and 
economic peace. 
In the minds of 
trade realists here, that is some 
thing. 


AMERICAN LEAGUE 
Those confidential 
U . 
R. 
pro­ 
posals for a neutrality pact with 
Latin America are really intended 
to be an invitation to the league 
of Nations to go and do likewise 
in Europe. 
T hat is what la In the 
mind of at least one top official 
here. 
The proposals are simple plans 
to get I«atln American nations to 
adopt the present neutrality law 
now in effect here. 
One im portant 
additional 
provision 
is 
made: 
N eutrality bans would be applied 
against nations which go to war 
without formal declarations. 
Just what U. 9. officials ara up 
to in also suggesting a consultive 
commissions of nations in the west­ 
ern hemiaphere is not yet clear. 
The proposal specifies that the com­ 
missioners shall ba foreign min­ 
isters of the respective countries, 
that they shall pay their own ex­ 
penses and pool the espenses of 
the commission.
